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Arrangement (Annexure I), excepting ‘Hides and Skins’, will be Issued to the 
‘Approved Importers’. The ‘Approved Importers’ will be those; — 

(i) who have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in those commo- 
ditias during the four yearn ending 30th June, 1950 and were already 
registered as such; and 


(ii) The Afghan Government’s nominee firms registered as ‘Approved 
Importers’. 


3. No Customs Clearance Permits will be issued to those ‘Approved Impor¬ 
ters’ whose names have been de-registered. 

4. Docnmenta to be furnished, with the application.—Approved Importers 
should apply for C.C.Ps. in the pre.scrlbed form and manner, accompanied by 
the following documents:— 


(a) Transit Certificates (four copies) together with Invoices and Treasury 

Receipts. 

(b) An undertaking on a stamp paper to the effect that they shall export 

any or all of the goods mentioned in the Schedule B to the 1^7-0# 
Trade Arrangement to counter-balance imports within the stipulated 
period. 

The documents furnished alongwith the applications should be complete 
in Edl respects, which will make for prompt issue of the C.CPs. 
Trade should particularly ensure that the Transit Certificates and 
•invoices bear the official seal of the Afghan Custom authorities. 
No. C.C.Pk. will be issued if all the four copies of the Transit Certi- 
ftcates are not produced. 

5. Specimen of Transit Certiflcates.—A specimen of the prescribed form o£ 
the Transit Certificate, issued by the Afghan Custom Authorities, is attached an 
Annexure II hereto. The Transit Certiflcates will Indicate the name of the ex¬ 
porter, the name of the importer, kind and descriptions of the commodity, weight 
and value, as mentioned in paragraph 10(i). 


0. The Transit Certiflcates and their validity.—’The Transit Certiflcates will 
indicate the period of validity which will be fifteen days for fresh fruits and 
thirty days for other goods. The validity of 'Transit Certificate is decided with 
reference to the date of actual despatch of the goods from Afghanistan and npt 
by the date of arrival of the goods at the Indian Customs border. In other 
words, the goods must be cleared from the Afghan Customs borders within the 
validity period of the Transit Certificate. The evidence of transit having taken 
place during the validity of the 'Transit Certificate, should be produced, else 
the goods will not be allowed cleaurance. Four copies of the Transit Certiflcates 
will be issued by the Royal Afghan Government to the exporter, for presenta¬ 
tion by the importer in India, to the concerned licensing authority, After neces-' 
sary scrutiny of the applications and the documents, as mentioned in paragraph 
4, the concerned licensing authorities will issue the C.C.P’s to the eligible 
“approved imporLcrs" In duplicate. 


7. Procedure for Issue of C.C,Ps. and their validity.—’The following procedure 
will he adopted for determining the entitlement df each approved importer for 
the current arrangement period. C.C.P./C.C.Ps. will be is.sued to each approved 
importer only upto the value of his export performance in the preceding pieriod, 
In future, C-C-Ps- will be issued without reckoning, at every stage, the export,s 
made by the concerned importer. If any importer fails to fulfil his exnort obli¬ 
gation upto 60 per cent at the end of ten months from the date of commencement 
of the trade arrangement, no further C.C.Ps. will be issued to him. However, if 
any consignment is de.spatched in favour of an approved importer who is, for 
the time being ineligible to the grant of C.C.Ps, on account of shortfall In 
export performance as above, the licensing authority may consider issuing of 
a C C.P. to another approved importer, nominated by the defaulter, provided 
the nomiMee-approved importer has, fulfilled 60 per cent export obligation of 
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his current import^'- The validity ot C.-lu ill be flftcen days and will uut be 
extended under any circumstances. 


Note; (Impotters of Asafoetida and Cur.iJi; .Seeds from Afghanistan are advised 
in their own interest to en.sure that the products conlortn to the prescribed 
standards under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Hules;. 

H. Procedure for opeintlii’' C.r'.P.'s (Eun.s't oirtificates. —The C.C-P s w'T 
indicate, irder-alia, the value and weight mentioned in 1 he Transit Certificate- 
as also the Transit Certificate number and date. The C.C.P. No. and date will 
have also to be shown on the relevant Transit Cortificaies When delivering the 
C.C.P. to the importer, the appropriate timnsinp. nuihorily will return all the four 
copies of ihe Transit Ceriifieates to the importer, wmo m his turn, will present 
these along with the C.C.P. in duplicate, to the Custom authorities at the point 
of imports of the con.5ignmen>. in InCiin. The Custom authorities will, while 
clearing the consignment, cheek and verify the physical correctness of the 
particulars of the co.nsiminicnt (i.e- name, descrintion, weight, value etc.l, as 
detailed in the C.C.P. and the Transit C ...1 tificaic. In the event of the difference, 
whether in name, descriptiao, weight >~-i •.ndue i.s a.sscEsod by the eu.stoms 
authorities, the copies of the C.C.P. and the Transit CVrlibcates will be endorsed 
accordingly, an aPowanee, however, being given upto per cent of the value. 
If the difference exeecd.s this limit, Ihc cLcstorn'' authcrilies may release fhe goods 
under a bond, making an endorsement on the C-C.P, to this effect. The importer;^ 
are required to present .such C.C.P.s. to the licensing authority concerned for 
amendment of the vstne, 'The ('I’.sti'io .■’iitlnui1 i.■’s will .‘■end one copy of each 
C.C.P. to th-i cr.neemed liccnsio." u-id the .second copy will, as at present, 

be handed back to the importer t() be forwarded to the Reserve Bank of India. 

9. Distribn'ion of Tramlt Ccrtiilcatcs.—^As regards the distribution of the 
Transit Cei'tiflcetes. one copy vhll be retained by the Customs, the second for¬ 
warded to the ET'obassv of Iiidia at Kabul, the third to the IVIinistry of 'Com¬ 
merce, Rnyul Afghan Govemment and the fourth to the Reserve Bank of India, 
New Delhi, with their remarks, if any. 

10. Valuation for debiting agaim-st the ceiling. —The following will he the 
method of valuation of Afghan Goods for the current Trade Arrangement 
period:— 

fi) Afghan goods, whether imporlK?d as outright purchase or on consign¬ 
ment basis, shoidrl volned on the basis of invoices accepted by 
Indian Customs or wlici'i' no invoices exi.st, on the basis of Indian 
Customs as.sessed value as defined in Section 14 of the Indian 
Cu.stoms Act, 1962 fAct No. 52 pf 1962') and imports should be 
debited at these values to the ceiling fixed under the agreement. 

Valuation for Determining counter-exports. 

(ii) 'With regard to imnorts effected as outright purchases, the value of 
counter-exports should be equal to the value of imports as deter¬ 
mined in the manner indicated in (i) above. 

(iiil So far as imports effected on consignment basis, exports of Indian 
goods will be allowed upto the sale proceeds of imports in India 
minus the taxe.s and duties and expenses. 

11. Manner of Payment. —Payment for the goods mentioned in Schedule A 
to the 1907-fiR Trade Arrangement (Annexure I), excluding ‘Hide.s and Skins’, 
will he made by the imnort.ers in accordance with the E. P, procedure, prescribed 
by the Re.serve Bank of India. 

12. Penalty for Non-fulfilment of Export Obligation.— As imports of goods 
mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ to the 1967-68 Trade Arrangement (Annexure I). 
excluding ‘Hide.s and Skin.s’ are to be balanced by export of goods, mentioned 
in Schedule B lo the said Trade Arrangement it is obligatory on each individual 
importer to discharge his export obligation in full by the end of the current 
trade arrangement i.e. by the 31st July, 1966. There will, however, be a period 
of grace of two months i.e. upto the 30lh of September, 1968 by which exports 
.and imports are to be balanced cent per cent. Should the importer fail to 
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TOmplete his export obligation within the stipulated period ol grace, he is liable 
to be de-registcred from the list of approved importers for such period as the 
licensmg authority may deem fit. A condition to this eUcci will be imposed oi*. 
each C.C.P, 


13. Caution Notice on consiwnntion of 80 per cent of CelllniT.—-When 80 per 
cent of the ceiling under the current arrangement is utilised, the licensing 
authority concerned will caution the trade through Public/Trade Notices that 
no C C.Ps. will be is.sued, until further notice, for the goods, do^atched after 
the date of issue of the said notice. Importers, applying for C.C.Pc. for rood ;, 
after issue of the aforesaid notice, will be required to produce, in addition to 
those prescribed in paragraph (4), the following documents to prove that 1he 
goods have actually been despatched from Afghanistan prior to the osue of 
Public/Trade Notice in question:— 

(i) R:iilway/Air Receipts in case of despatch of the consignment by tail/ 

air; and 

(ii) shipping bills and bills of lading in the case of consignments despatch¬ 

ed by Sea. 


ANNEXURE I 

Indu^Afghan Trade Arrangement for 1965-06 

Letter No. 1 dated 21st .Tanuary, 1964 cxchan.ged betiveen Trade Delegnti«» 
of the Royal Afghan Government and the Government of India. 

During our discussions from tlie 23rd December, 1963 to 21st January, 1964, 
we have nad an opportunity to review together the development of trade betwee* 
Afghanistan and India in terms o' the Treaty of Friendship and Commerce bet¬ 
ween the two countries and have reached certain conclusions which I have 
the honour to record in the following paragraphs :— 

1. The two Governments reaffirm their desire to promote trade between their 
respective countries and to diversify it. To this end, the two Governments agiwe 
to promote business travel and take such .steps as may bo found to be necessary. 

2. In accordance with the provisions of Article 15 of the Treaty between the 
Royal Afghan Government and the Government of India and subject to their 
respective import/export and foreign exchange regulations, the two Govarn- 
ments agree to the following: — 

(a) Import and Export Authorities in Afghanistan and India will provide 

special facilities to approved importers in India to import from 
Afghanistan the goods mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ to this letter; 

(b) These facilities will also be extended to such Afghan traders as are 

included in the list of approved importers; 

(c) Import and Export Authorities of the two countries will endeav«iur 

to ensure that trade is not concentrated in a few hands; 

(d) All facilities will he provided by the authorities in Afghanistan anil 

in India to facilitate the imports into Afghanistan of the artklM 
mentioned in Schedule ‘B’ to this letter; 

(e) (i) Payment for the goods exchanged under Arrangement and men¬ 

tioned In Schedule ‘A’ (other than Hides and Skins) and 'B' *o this 
letter will be made in accordance with E P- and E.p.I. procedures; 

(i ) The special self-balancing Account maintained by the Da Affhanintan 
Bank vrfth the State Bank of India will continue to be utilised 
to facilitate imports of hides and skins on a liberal taaaio afKinat 
exports of goods and services in India; 
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fiii^ Payment for imports of cotton and wool from Afghanistan into India 
and for export to Afghanistan of Indian goods mentioned in Schedule 
‘C* to this letter shall he made by establishing letters of credit in 
transferable U.S. dollars or Pounds Sterling. 

3. The two Governments will consult each other periodically to review the 
above arrangements with a view to removing any difficulty in the working of 
this Arrangement to the advantage of the two countries. 

4 It is hereby agreed that the Arrangement which was deemed to have 
■concluded on the 30th September, 1963 in terms of the letters exchanged in 
Kabul on the 16th October, 1963 would continue to he in force till the 3l5t 
January, 1964 and the new Arrangements will operate from the 1st February, 
1964 to the 31st January, 1965. Unlc.s3 either Contracting Party gives notice 
the contrary, one month prior to the expiry of this Arrangement, it will auto¬ 
matically be extended by a further pyeriod of one year and shall remain ix 
force upto the 3l.st January 1966. On the expiry of the second year of the Arrange¬ 
ment unlos-s other Contracting Party gives notice to the contrary one month prior 
to the expiry of the .second year, it will automatically be extended by a further 
period of one year, and shall remain in force upto the 31st January 19G7- 


5. I shall be grateful if you will confirm that the above correctly sets out 
the understanding reached between us.
